Mr. Rogers sald the Administra- 
tion will make “a very stern and 
strong appeai to members of Cong- 
ress to correct the damage that 
hag been done.” He reperted that 
“reaction throughout the world has 
been extremely adverse and ft has 
been very dificult to explain it to 
our friends and allies.” 

The Secretary cited two areas 
where Mr. Nixon’s powers of. nego- 
tlation would be weakened — the 
negotiating position at the Paris 
peace talks where he said it could 
be interpreted that the President 
will not have the support of Cong- 
ress im his Viettamization pro- 
gramme. He also cited negotiations 
in the Middle Hast. For exemple, 
Mr, Rogers said, the U.S. hes in- 
dicated to Jordan it would help with 
military assistance in Amman's 
handling of internal security. 

Asked to what he attributed de- 
feat of the measure, Mr. Rogers 
said there were conflicting irrita- 
tions, emotions and frustrations. He 
also said it was due “ἴο the number 
of abeentees,” a total of some 32 
absent Senators. He also said there 
might have been the feeling that 
other nations of the world have 
not appreciated what the U.S. has 
done with its foreign aid.

Some fifty heads of dplomatic 
missions and senjor officials of the 
Foreign Ministry lined the red car- 
pet spread before a podium on which 
the speeches were made.

The Ashkelon Magistrate's Court 
Monday ordered Claude Lipsky not 
to leave the country and to appear 
to be examined in court on No- 
vember 15 on French charges of 
fraud. 

The order was issued by Magis- 
trate Sasson on an application by 
the Attorney-General It followed 
a request by the French Gavern- 
ment based on a European agree- 
ment for mutual assistance in cri- 
minal matters which both countries 
signed in 1967. The French request 
was submitted by the French Em- 
bassy a week ago. 

According to the police, Mr. Lip- 
sky, who is in Israel as a tourist, 
igs staying in Ashkelon, and there- 
fore the application was made to 
the Ashkelon court. Mr. Lipsky was 
also ordered to deposit his French 
passport with the Police. In ac- 
cordance with the European agree- 
ment and the Israel law for legal 
ald to foreign countries, 1956, the 
Magistrate’s Court will examine Mr. 
Lipsky on behalf of the French 
examining judge in Paris. French 
Embassy officials will also be pre- 
sent. 

In his application for the order, 
the Aitorney-General stated that 
Mr. Lipsky was charged in France 
with fraud offences, carrying ἃ 
maximum sentence of 10 years. 

Justice Ministry sources explained 
yesterday that Mr. Lipsky will be 
free to leave the country on com- 
pletion of his court examination. 
The court procedure is entirely un- 
connected with extradition. 

Mn fact, the Justice Minister re- 
cently ruled that the French Gov- 
ernment’s request for Mr. Lipsky's 
extradition could not be accepted 


so long as there was no extradi- 
tion agreement between the coun- 
tries. Ministry sources yesterday 
commented that this reply was not 
“final,” in view of reports that 
France was considering ratifying 
an extradition agreement ratifled 
by Israel some years ago. 


BREACH OF TRUST 


The French judge's appiication 
stated that Mr. Lipsky had com- 
mitted a breach of trust against 
8.500 clients who bought shares in 
companies he set up, after he pro- 
mised them profits of over 10 per 
cent. By means of advertisements, 
he received from these shareholders 
close to 135m. frances. Mr. Lipsky, 
it said, formed sume 20 companies 
under various names, and carried 
out fictitious transaction between 
these companies. There was cause 
to believe that he succeeded In 
concealing sums ustimated at around 
30m. francs, it sald. It also refer- 
red, inter alia. to the purchase of 
buildings for demolition and their 
transfei from one company to 
another by over-priced renovations.

Nine hotels comprising 2,000 rooms 
re currently under construction in 
Jerusalem, ond another 16 hotels 
which have been approved by the 
Ministry of Tourism are awaiting 
building permits from the Clty. 
This was revealed yesterday by 
Tourism Minister Moshe Kol at the 
cornerstone-laying ceremony for the 
Jerusalem Hyatt House Hotel, which 
igs to be built on French Hill in 
East Jerusalem. 

The nine hotels, of which Hyatt 
House is one, represent an invest~- 
ment of IL170m., Mr. Kol noted. 
The other 16 hotels, for which plan- 
ning permission is still being sought, 
represent an Investment of another 
TL180m, and will provide the city 
with 2,800 additional hotel rooms. 

The Minister noted that the capa- 
efity of Jerusalem to absorb tourists 
has a direct bearing upon the growth 
of tourism to Israel as a whole. 
Therefore, the problem of building 
permits should be viewed ἃ a na- 
tional problem, he stressed. 

The Post learns that the two most 
problematic areas are Herzl Boule-

The purchaser of a second-hand 
car will be able to transfer the 
title to his name at any bank from 
the beginning of next year 
Instead of having to go to the 
Motor Registration Office, it was 
decided ‘by the Ministry of Trans- 
port this week. 

The banks wil be supplied with 
Special forms, and will be entitied 
to charge the transfer fee. The 
transaction will, however, be con- 
ditional until the papers are cleared 
by the Registration Office and i{t 
notifies the new owner that every- 
thing 15 all right.

Leyland Autocars is bankrupt. A 
last bid by Mr. Yitzhak Shubinsky, 
ehlef sharehoWer, to make the Bri- 
tish Leyland Motor Corporation 
(ΒΩΜΟῚ rescue its Israeli subsl- 
Gary has falen ‘through, the 
spokesman of the Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry announced last 
night. 

The creditor banks (Barclays, 
Workers’ Bank and Bank Leumi) 
are asking for an official receiver, 
who would keep the company in 
operation until a buyer is found to 
take It over. . se 

Speaking to the press on - 
day (with a ban on publication till 
today, so that Mr. Shubinsiky should 
have this last leeway), Mr. Gideon 
Lahav, Director-General of the Min- 
istry of Commerce and Industry, and 
Mr. Ramon Harel, Director-General 
of the Transport Ministry, expres- 
sed the opinion that Autocars could 
be made to pay its way — though 
some of its less profitable activi- 
ties should be pruned off. The ref- 
erence, it was hinted, is to Til, 
the factory purchased from Mr. 
Ephraim Vin when he stopped as- 
sembling the Contessa. It makes 
car components and has carried 
the biggest losses, largely because 
ita facilities are not fully exploited. 

The Government's offer to BLMC 
was this: Autocars needed EL10m.- 
12m. of extra cash. The Govern- 
ment, together with the banks, were 
ready to provide DL7m. of loans, 
on three contitions: that the own- 
ers supply the rest; that BLMC 
become the responsible authority in 
the enterprise; and that Autocars 
agupply the necessary collateral for 
its borrowings. 


CONTROLLING INTEREST 
Becoming the responsible author- 
ity means acquiring a controlling 
interest. BLMIC has at present 20 
per cent, The rest belongs to Mr. 
Shublasky — except that another 
25 per cent (in his possession) is 
in bond to Leyland, who have an 
option to buy. This would have 
raised thelr holding to 45 per cent. 
Why did BLMC, Britain's biggest 
motor manufacturing concern and 
the world’s biggest exporter of 
trucks, fail to take up this modest 
challenge? “Tt's a hard question to 
answer, even to myself,” Mr. Lahav 
replied. Leyland’s representative, 
Mr, Jack Plane, chose to be inac- 
ceasible, and returned to England 
without making a public statement. 
Qne reason could be the Arab 
boycott. Mr. Harel said: “They have 
been complaining from the begin~ 
ning about the difficulties this boy- 
eott is causing them.” Most Israeli 
officials discount this explanation. It 
may be that BLMC feared a 1085 
of their monopoly status after their 
contract expires in January 1973.

‘Impossible’ budget 
cuts debated

The Ministerial Economic Com- 
mittee held a special meeting last 
night to discuss ways of cutting 
the budget for 1972/73 from its pro- 
posed size of IL.19.5 billion to IL16.25 
‘billion — the maximum sum which 
the Treasury can raise without im- 
posing additional taxes. The meeting 
was also attended by Defence Min- 
ister Moshe Dayan. 

The overall budget figure of 
TL19.5 billion includes IL6 billion 
for the repayment of debts and ex- 
(port Incentives. From this sum it 
is impossible to make any cuts. This 
means that the sum of 13.25 billion 
must be trimmed off the remaining 
1L11.25 billion. If the Defence Bud- 
get allocation 15 also teft untouched, 
it would mean that the budgets of 
the remaining Ministries would have 
to be reduced by 40 per cent — 
which most ministers are agreed is 
impossible. 

Further discussions are expected 
to be held uver the coming days and 
at next Sunday’s Cabinet meeting.

TV chief accuses
